Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  first  Annual  Report 
of  the  new  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge  Rural  District. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  amalgamation  of  the  old  Ripon  Rural 
District  and  the  Pateley  Bridge  Rural  District  did  not  take  place 
until  April,  1937,  but  my  report  covers  the  whole  year,  commencing 
on  January  1st. 

Naturally,  after  an  amalgamation  such  as  ours,  it  took  a 
little  time  for  the  services  to  settle  down  into  working  order,  but, 
as  far  as  the  Sanitary  services  were  concerned,  we  were  fortunate  in 
that  Mr.  Walton  had  for  some  time  previously  been  acting  as 
Sanitary  Officer  for  the  old  Pateley  Rural  District  and  we  were 
able  to  get  into  our  stride  at  once. 

The  total  births  were  163  and  the  total  deaths  numbered 
171.  The  whole  district  has  had,  on  the  whole  a  healthy  year. 
We  have  had  very  little  infectious  disease,  and  have  had  no  epi¬ 
demic  in  any  part  of  the  district. 

I  am  glad  to  note  the  vigilance  of  our  Sanitary  Officers  in  the 
care  of  water  supplies.  Innumerable  examinations  have  been 
made  and  safe  sources  of  supply  are  constantly  being  looked  for.

The  District  is  essentially  agricultural  and  the  majority  o' 
the  population  is  absorbed  in  dairy  and  sheep  farming  Industry. 
The  Nidd  Valley  is  supported  also  by  rope  walks  and  hemp  and 
twine  mills  which  rely  on  the  river  for  power. 

Unemployment  is  not  prevalent  over  the  whole  area  but 
fluctuates  with  the  seasons,  according  to  the  hands  required  by 
the  farming  industry,  quarries  and  mills. 

There  are  few  congested  areas,  and  these  are  being  gradually 
eliminated  in  the  work  under  the  Housing  Acts.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  amalgamation  of  the  two  Districts  of  Ripon  and  Pateley 
Bridge  has  shown  a  great  similarity  of  sanitary  circumstances. 
There  are  several  parishes  which  are  in  need  of  both  water  supplies 
and  sewage  disposal  works,  and  the  existing  services  were  main¬ 
tained  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  use  of  all  services 
is  gradually  increasing,  tending  to  create  a  more  efficient  working 
and  opening  the  question  of  further  development  of  water  supplies 
and  sewage  schemes. 

(1)  Water. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  investigating  possible 
supplies  for  the  villages  of  Greenhow  Hill,  Dacre  Banks,  Darley 
and  Shaw  Mills,  and  though  no  concrete  plans  have  been  formed, 
the  investigation  has  shown  where  supplies  can  be  suitably  obtained. 
The  Council  have  instructed  their  Engineer  to  prepare  schemes, 
in  conjunction  with  the  available  information,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  next  year  these  will  be  put  in  hand  for  construction. 

Existing  water  supplies  have  maintained  their  flow  and 
quality  in  spite  of  a  very  dry  autumn,  and  samples  taken  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  show  them  to  be  satisfactory 
domestic  supplies. 

It  is  hoped  to  enlarge  the  existing  works  at  Middlesmoor 
during  the  early  part  of  next  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  still  a  few  villages  where  the  sewerage  is  not  adequate, 
including  Galphay,  Mickley,  Shaw  Mills,  and  these  are  being  taken 
into  consideration  for  prospective  schemes  by  the  Council.  Ex¬ 
isting  works  have  been  tended  regularly  and  carefully,  and  an 
improvement  in  the  former  Ripon  area  is  to  be  made  early  next 
year  when  a  full  time  attendant  will  be  appointed  for  some  five 
of  the  Council’s  schemes.

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Public  Cleansing. 

Following  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  Districts,  a  proper 
supervised  scavenging  scheme  was  introduced  into  the  former 
Ripon  Area.  The  whole  of  the  populated  areas  of  the  Districts 
is  now  scavenged  regularly,  and  refuse  taken  to  proper  refuse 
dumps  and  tips. 

The  scattered  outlying  areas  which  are  not  visited  regularly 
utilise  the  available  land  and  no  difficulty  in  this  method  of  dis¬ 
posal  has  yet  arisen. 

Refuse  tips  are  regularly  dressed  and  wherever  possible  a 
method  of  control  has  been  instituted.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  milk  producing  premises  of  the  district,  both  wholesale 
and  retail,  are  regularly  inspected,  together  with  the  Veterinary 
Officers  whenever  possible.  There  are  780  Registered  producers 
and  during  the  year  1,394  inspections  were  made.  The  class  of 
cattle  and  quality  of  milk  produced  is  very  creditable,  and  there 
are  few  instances  where  warnings  have  to  be  given.  One  sample 
taken  showing  fat  deficiency  was  remedied  by  co-operation  with 
the  farmer  and  his  feeding  methods. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  is  no  Public  Abbatoir  within  the  Area,  consequently 
there  are  twenty  licensed  slaughterhouses,  and  one  registered 
slaughterhouse  irj  the  several  villages.  These  are  inspected 
regularly  and  during  the  year  1 ,043  visits  were  made  for  inspection 
of  carcases. 

Generally  speaking  the  construction  and  situation  of  the 
slaughterhouses  is  very  satisfactory,  and  no  complaint  is  to  be 
made  with  regard  to  the  lighting  and  ventilation  to  these  premises. 

The  quality  of  meat  killed  is  exceptional,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  only  the  best  quality  of  meat  is  offered  for  sale.  The 
tabular  statement  hereunder  bears  this  fact  out,  and  instances 
where  carcases  have  been  found  to  be  diseased,  all  have  been 
voluntaiily  surrendered  by  the  butchers.  There  have  been  no 
cases  of  seizure  on  account  of  disease,  and  the  regularity  of  inspec¬ 
tion  does  not  allow  any  circumstances,  however  trivial,  to  be 
neglected.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge 

Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  of  the  first 
year’s  work  since  the  Amalgamation  of  the  Pateley  Bridge  and 
Ripon  Rural  District  Councils.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that, 
though  there  has  been  a  vast  amount  of  work  to  carry  out,  the 
year  has  passed  without  any  serious  difficulty  being  encountered. 
It  would  not  have  been  possible  to  accomplish  such  an  amount 
of  work  but  for  the  team  work  in  the  Department,  co-operation 
with  the  other  departments  of  the  Council,  and  the  unstinted 
assistance  which  has  been  rendered  by  the  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Committee  who  have  willingly  given  of  their 
time  and  local  knowledge  whenever  it  has  been  necessary. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Fortunately  the  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  few. 
Each  case  has  been  thoroughly  investigated,  but  it  has  not  always 
been  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  infection.  Thorough  disin¬ 
fection  of  dwellings  and  the  removal  of  bedding  and  soft  furnish¬ 
ings  has  undoubtedly  prevented  anything  approaching  an  epi¬ 
demic  occurring.  I  have  to  thank  the  head  teachers  of  schools 
for  their  observations  on  absentees  from  school  where  there  were 
cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  district  covered  by  the  school. 

The  disinfection  of  street  gullies  and  other  places  from  which 
nuisances  from  smells  may  arise  has  been  continued  with  good 
effect. 
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CLEANSING. 

The  adoption  of  a  general  collection  of  domestic  refuse  in 
the  former  Ripon  Rural  District  has  been  a  definitely  progressive 
step.  I  have  never  seen  the  yards,  gardens  and  waste-land  in 
the  villages  so  tidy  as  they  now  are.  There  are  very  many  dwell- 
inghouses  still  without  ashes  bins  but  with  the  provision  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  1938  there 
will  be  no  complaint  in  this  respect. 

Some  little  work  remains  to  be  done  in  the  education  of  certain 
householders  as  to  what  should  not  be  put  in  ashes  bins.  Some 
bins  contain  much  wet  matter  which  is  liable  to  give  rise  to  nuisance 
and  to  encourage  rats,  even  on  the  most  isolated  tips. 

There  are  still  many  privy  middens  in  the  villages,  which, 
though  they  are  structurally  sound,  could  be  advantageously 
converted  to  water  carriage.  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  institute 
a  system  of  cleansing  these  middens  in  the  near  future,  for  it  becomes 
increasingly  difficult  for  the  occupiers  of  houses  in  villages  to  get 
them  cleansed  and  in  the  summertime  they  become  an  abomination. 

The  tips  owned  or  rented  by  the  Council  are  regularly  inspected 
and  dressed.  One  tip  near  Pateley  Bridge  is  nearing  the  end  of 
its  use  and  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  an  extension  on  the  same  land 
or  another  site  in  the  near  future. 

HOUSING. 

The  general  survey  of  housing  has  been  carried  out  throughout 
the  year.  One  Inspector  has  been  employed  continuously  on  this 
work.  The  re-inspection  following  service  of  Notices  takes  up 
a  great  amount  of  time  and  involves  very  considerable  travelling 
as  the  dwelling-houses  are  scattered.  The  County  Council  Health 
Department  has  made  a  survey  of  the  Parish  of  Azerley,  other¬ 
wise  most  of  the  work  has  been  in  the  former  Pateley  Bridge  Area. 

The  good  results  of  the  year’s  work  may  be  judged  by  the 
Housing  section  of  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report.  It  will  be  seen 
that  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  ask  for  repairs 
and  reconditioning  of  dwelling-houses  rather  than  to  schedule  them 
for  demolition,  where  it  was  considered  at  all  possible  that  they 
could  be  so  dealt  with,  economically. 

The  Housing  (Rural  Workers')  Act  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council  and  some  few  houses  have  been  reconditioned  to 
rank  for  grants.  Many  owners,  however,  cannot  take  advantage 
of  the  benefits  of  this  Act  as  it  applies  only  to  those  cases  where 
the  houses  are  occupied  by  agricultural  workers. 
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The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  thirty-two  new  houses  to 
replace  the  same  number  of  condemned  dwellings  at  North  Stainley, 
Copt  Hewick,  Markington  and  Skelton  is  in  progress  and  should 
be  completed  during  the  coming  year. 

WATER. 

The  demand  for  additional  water  continues  to  grow.  There 
are  still  many  villages  without  supplies  of  water  under  pressure, 
which  deters  many  who  would  otherwise  build  and  which  also 
prevents  owners  of  property  from  installing  baths  and  other  water¬ 
using  appliances. 

It  is  also  a  great  disadvantage  to  milk  producers  who  are 
required  to  cool  milk  and  keep  their  premises  clean.  As  many 
of  the  villages  are  supplied  by  springs  and  wells,  it  would  appear 
that  underground  water  is  fairly  abundant  and  it  would  undoub¬ 
tedly  be  a  great  advantage  if  piped  supplies  could  be  obtained. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  condition  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  throughout  the 
District  is  fairly  good.  Those  for  Pateley  Bridge  are  inadequate 
but  the  proposed  improvements  will  bring  them  up-to-date.  There 
has  been  some  difficulty  in  keeping  those  works  clean  where  part- 
time  attendants  are  employed.  I  trust  that  in  the  near  future 
these  works  will  be  dealt  with  by  direct  labour,  as  one  can  hardly 
expect  people  to  leave  such  matters  as  hay  time  and  harvest  to 
attend  to  duties  on  a  tip  or  sewage  disposal  works. 

AIR  RAIDS  PRECAUTIONS. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  on  the  scheme 
for  this  District  for  Air  Raids  Precautions.  The  Pateley  Bridge 
Rural  District  Council,  prior  to  the  amalgamation  with  the  Ripon 
Rural  District  Council,  were  well  advanced  in  this  direction,  and 
a  comprehensive  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  Hon. 
Air  Raids  Precautions  Officer,  Councillor  H.  N.  Bottomley.  It 
is  proposed  that  myself  and  Inspector  W.  T.  Beckwith  shall  attend 
the  Easingwold  Course,
